St. Petersburg, Sept. 6,—It is 
reported that General Kuropatkin 
was forced to abandon two hundred 
guns, and is now racing with 
Kuroki for Mukden, The result 
General Oyama threw 
his entire army across the Taitse 
and is in full pursuit. 

Tokio, Sept. 6.—General Kuro- 
patkin has succeeded by adesperate 
rear guard action aud strong wall 
handled flank movements in with- 
drawing the great bulk ‘of the 


Kuroki advancing north of him 
and threatening his line of retreat. 
He left the rearguard to fight, and 
after burning millians of dollars 
worth of stores and abandoning 200 
evnnon, he started to collect his 
forces and retire on Mukden. 

General in Chief Oyama, after 
occupying Liao Yang, started in 
pursuit, and if the Japanese are 
not exhausted by the terrible week 
of bomVardment, a great disaster 
awaits the Russians. Gen. Oyama 
and his army are all across the 
Taitse river. 

The destruction of Liao Yang 
was terrible, As many as 50 shells 
would burst at once. 

As arule the Japanese shrapnel 
burst too high. When the am- 
munition failed it was a hand to 
hand fight. 

The Japanese in many cases 
charged right into the trenches, 
only to be driven back. 

Czr Preparing for the Front 

General depression exists in St. 
Petersburg, and the Czar’s imperial 
train is being got in readiness to 
take him to the front, 

The three days’ assault ended 
Sunday at Port Arthur, and result- 
od in the Japanese being repulsed, 


| but the exhausted garrison, reduced 


Russian army from Liao Yang.

London, Sept. 6.—The Daily 
Mail prints a despatch from Sin- 
timtin, dated Sept. 5, giving the 
report of General Kyropatkin’s 
retreat being cut off. The Russian 
troops had advanced in strong 
force to the southeast of Mukden 
as far as Taping hill, to oppose any 
possible attack in that direction of 
the advance. The chief official 
who arrived fram Mukden Sunday 
says the Russian troops are louving 
for the north, and that about 
eighteen thousand men are ten 
miles to the eastof the city. That 
the officers and men have become 
desperate, and much sickness pre- 
vails, 

Annihilated Rear Guard.
